Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer 

for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1918. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eleventh  annual 
report  on  the  medical  inspection  of  school  children  in  this  area. 

In  compliance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Education  this  report  will  be  considerably  curtailed. 

Medical  Inspection  Staff. 

On  April  30th,  1918,  the  two  senior  School  Nurses  and 
Health  Visitors  left  this  district, and  for  two  months  Miss  Harris 
carried  on  the  work  in  connection  with  this  department  to  the 
best  of  her  ability.  Two  new  officers  were  appointed  who  com 
Tlfenced  their  duties  on  July  1st,  1918.  With  this  exception,  no 
change  has  been  made  in  the  medical  inspection  staff,  neither 
have  there  been  any  structural  alterations  or  redecoration  at 
any  of  the  schools. 

Siviter’s  Lane  and  Rowley  Regis  Church  of  England 
Schools  are  still  affected  by  mining  operations  but  not  to  any 
great  extent. 


Summary. 

During  the  year  129  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  schools,  61 
children  have  been  excluded,  560  parents  have  been  present  at 
inspections  and  advice  given  in  484  cases.

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PHYSICAL  CONDITIONS 
Nutrition. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  the  medical  inspections 
show  that  the  health  of  the  children  is  not  quite  up  to  its  usual 
standard.  In  the  earlier  stages  of  the  war  food  was  more 
abundant  especially  as  regards  fats,  sugar  and  milk,  but  the 
restriction  of  these  particular  articles  of  food  during  the  last 
twelve  months  re-acts  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  children  as 
shown  by  the  increased  number  of  cases  of  malnutrition. 

Malnutrition  is  rather  a  vague  term  to  use,  as  in  this 
instance  it  often  includes  children  who  are  suffering  from  it  as 
a  secondary  cause  to  some  other  disease  or  defect. 

Dental  Disease 

Cases  of  this  disease  are  now  assuming  rather  formidable 
proportions.  Out  of  2938  children  inspected  (Table  V  ),  56 
were  found  to  be  in  need  of  immediate  treatment  whilst  1485 
cases  were  suffering  from  caries  of  two  or  more  teeth.  The 
schemes  for  the  establishment  of  Dental  Clinics,  prepared  and 
brought  to  your  notice  at  the  end  of  1917  are  still  in  abeyance- 
They  were  then  postponed  on  account  of  the  inability  to  provide 
proper  accommodation  and  an  efficient  supply  of  dentists. 

It  is  hoped  that  as  conditions  become  more  normal  an 
early  move  will  be  made  in  this  direction 

Defective  Vision. 

It  was  suggested  that  an  Eye  Clinic  should  be  combined 
with  a  Dental  Clinic.  The  figures  supplied  by  this  years  in¬ 
spection  show  the  urgency  of  the  situation. 
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Tuberculosis. 

This  is  not  quite  so  prevalent  as  in  previous  years,  All  no¬ 
tified  cases  are  periodically  visited  by  the  School  Nurses  and 
re-examined  at  intervals  by  the  Medical  Inspectors.  Notes 
for  Sanatorium  treatment  are  still  obtained  from  private  sources 
and  through  the  Education  Committee  and  treatment  is  still 
available  at  the  Dispensary  at  Dudley  through  the  Staffordshire 
Wolverhampton  and  Dudley  Joint  Committee. 

During  the  year  fourteen  cases  between  5  and  15  years  of 
age  have  been  notified  viz  four  of  Phthises  and  ten  of  other 
Tubercular  Diseases  and  three  deaths  have  been  recorded  from 
the  latter. 

A  detailed  statement  of  all  cases  of  this  disease  will  be 
found  in  the  School  Nurses’  Report. 

Epidemic  Zymotic  Diseases  (notifiable) 

Eighty-nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified 
of  children  of  school  age  and  four  deaths  have  been  registered. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Fourteen  cases  have  been  notified  and  one  death  registered. 

Diphtheria. 

Six  notifications  have  been  received  and  one  death  registered 

Measles. 

Sixty-nine  cases  were  notified  and  one  death  registered. 
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This  disease  became  prevalent  in  April  and  chiefly  affected 
the  Redall  Hill,  Old  Hill  and  Cradley  Heath  Schools.  It 
continued  up  to  the  Whitsuntide  holidays,  after  which  it 
gradually  abated,  and  at  the  end  of  June  the  district  was 
practically  clear. 

The  intervention  of  the  Whitsuntide  holidays  prevented 
the  need  for  closure  of  these  Schools 

Unnotifed  Zymotic  Diseases. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  previous  year  and 
continued  with  more  or  less  severity  until  the  end  of  August, 
but  only  one  death  occurred  amongst  School  children 

Influenza. 

Sporadic  cases  occurred  throughout  the  district  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year  and  developed  into  a  severe  epidemic  dur¬ 
ing  the  months  of  June  and  July.  l'he  schools  being  closed  at 
that  time  on  account  of  a  disagreement  between  the  teachers 
and  the  Educational  Committee,  I  had  no  means  of  estimating 
the  number  of  children  affected.  The  district  was  practically 
clear  at  the  end  of  August. 

It  reappeared  in  October  and  continued  with  unabated  sev¬ 
erity  until  the  end  of  November,  after  which  it  gradually  sub¬ 
sided.  One  hundred  and  thirty-two  deaths  were  registered  at 
all  ages,  fifteen  of  them  being  children  of  school  age. 

During  this  recrudescence,  it  was  n^ssary  between  October 
24th,  and  November  6th,  to  close  the  whole  of  the  schools 
throughout  the  district  for  two  weeks  and  at  the  end  of  that 
period  on  account  t)f  the  severity  of  the  epidemic  to  extend  the 
closure  until  the  end  of  the  Christmas  holidays.  The  school 
returns  showed  that  955  children  were  absent  on  account  of  this 
disease  at  the  time  of  closure.

Mumps. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Mumps  in  the  upper  division  of 
the  district  and  particularly  in  the  Siviters  Lane  Council 
Schools. 

It  commenced  in  the  early  part  of  April  and  continued 
through  May  until  the  closure  of  the  schools  in  that  month. 
On  the  reopening  in  Aug.  the  disease  had  practically  dis-appeared

“The  rationing  of  the  first  three  years  of  the  War  seems  to 
have  favoured  the  health  of  the  Rowley  Regis  children,  but  in 
1918  the  screw  was  so  tightened  by  the  reduction  of  fats  and 
sugar  as  to  increase  the  proportion  of  malnutrition  to  an 
appreciable  amount.”

In  all  cases  of  Phthisis  or  suspicious  Phthisis  which  come 
before  the  School  Medical  Inspectors  and  which  require  further 
examination  or  treatment,  arrangements  are  made  with  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  at  Dudley  for  these  cases  to  attend  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  and  thus  receive  all  available  treat¬ 
ment.

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General  Review  of  the  relations  of  the  home 
circumstances,  and  social  and  industrial 
conditions  to  the  health  and  physical 
condition  of  the  children  inspected. 

Until  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  in  November,  the 
industrial  conditions  of  this  district  were  exceptionally  good, 
and  as  in  the  previous  years,  labour  was  at  a  premium  both 
male  and  female.  The  practice  of  employing  children  out  of 
school  hours  is  carried  on  to  a  greater  extent  than  is  desirable. 
Over  crowding  is  still  prevalent  on  account  of  the  influx  of 
munition  workers.  The  physical  condition  of  children  as  before 
mentioned  is  not  quitejfo  Xdts  usual  standard  due  probably  to 
the  curtailments  of  fam,  sugar,  and  milk  in  their  diet,  also  the 
effects  produced  by  the  various  epidemics  which  have  visited 
this  district  viz, — Measles  which  was  very  prevalent  at  the  end 
of  1917  and  again  in  May  of  1918,  also  two  distinct  epidemics 
of  Influenza  during  the  last  half  year,  Whooping  Cough  was 
much  in  evidence  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  as 
also  were  case  of  Mumps  particularly  in  the  upper  part  of  the 

district. 

The  routine  school- work  has  been  severely  handicapped 
by  the  prolonged  closure  from  May  to  August  through  a 
di s-agreement  between  the  leachets  and  the  Education 
Committee,  and  again  through  the  vatious  closures  extending 
from  Oct.  24th  to  the  end  of  the  Christmas  holidays,  on  account 
of  the  epidemic  of  Influenza. 
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The  Nursing  Staff  has  also  been  disorganised  by  the 
resignation  on  April  30th  of  the  two  senior  nurses — Miss  Jones 
Miss  Whitehurst  and  the  inability  to  fill  these  vacancies  until 
July  1st,  also  the  illness  of  Miss  Harris  from  November  14th — 
November  30th,  and  of  Miss  Homer  from  November  21st  — 
December  30th.  The  efforts  of  Miss  Harris  to  tide  over  the 
difficulty  in  May  and  June,  and  those  of  Mrs.  Halsall  during  the 
illnesses  mentioned  above  are  deserving  of  great  commendation. 


Available  Methods  of  Amelioration 
and  Treatment. 

The  hospitals  and  dispensaries  in  the  immediate  neighbour¬ 
hood  have  afforded  treatment  to  212  children,  to  whom  notes 
have  been  supplied  by  the  Education  Authority. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  usual  precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection  viz; —  exclusion  from  school  of  infected 
children  and  contacts,  disinfection  of  clothing  and  premises. 
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Review  of  methods  adopted  for  dealing  with 
Blind,  Deaf,  Mentally  and  Physically 
defective,  and  Epileptic  Children 

Arrangements  with  the  below  named  Institutions  are  still 
in  operation  viz: — 

'Fhe  Royal  Institution  for  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Friar  Gate, 
Derby. 

The  Royal  Institution  for  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Edgbaston, 
Birmingham. 

Dudley  Education  Authority’s  School  for  the  Deaf,  and 

The  General  Institution  for  the  Blind  at  Birmingham. 

At  present,  one  child  is  at  the  Edgbaston  Institution  for 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  one  at  the  Dudley  Day  School  for 
the  Deaf.
